The fact of the matter is that the tariff issue, large 
at it looms during normal conditions, it dwarfed by other 
apecial isauce raised by current foreign and domestic 
policies. 
Inflation is uncurbed. What matters high or low 
tariff if the nation is going "broke '? The Marshall Plan 
calls for the siphoning off of billions of dollars in money 
and commodities— the giving of them to foreign coun­ 
tries so that, among other things, they can afford to buy 
more of our exports. This w ill produce, for its duration, 
a wholly abnormal state of world trade in which tariff 
questions w ill have little immediate importance. 
The war clouds grow. Defense expenditures are 
climbing steadily. "Stock-piling" is a new device of gov­ 
ernment by which, along with subsidies and insurance, 
the effects of unsound trade policies can he concealed 
from the American people. Moreover, our government 
has frankly seized upon the dictatorial device of monopo­ 
listic control of exports and imports. 
Still further, it is gradually becoming apparent to a 
growing number of persons that protective tariffs never 
were the "war-breeders" and "trsde-barriers" they were

But the crisis may he nearer than is generally real­ 
ized. Soaring domestic prices could be one of the factors 
which would hurry it along. Every cent which our home- 
front prices rise make it just that more attractive for 
foreign producers to send their output here, where there 
is not only the demand, as in their own countries, but 
also money with which to pay for the goods. 
Two factors have, thus far, held back the almost in­ 
evitable flood of cheap foreign merchandise which the 
tariff protections were erected to keep out.

The only re­ 
maining ‘'automatic" protections are, first, lack of indus­ 
trial production abroad; and second, lack of available 
ships to carry the goods to American shores.
